If being dipped over the city with nothing 
but a pane of glass stopping your i,ooo-foot 
fall toward the pavement sounds appealing, 
you’re in luck. 

360 Chicago— formerly the John Hancock 
Observatory— unveiled Tilt on Thursday The 
property hopes that its latest attraction will 
help meet Mayor Emanuel’s goal of bring- 
ing 55 million tourists to the city annually by 
2020, officials said. 

The movable platform, made of glass and 
steel, tilts as many as eight observers down to- 
ward Michigan Avenue at a 30 -degree angle. 


The dip allows views from Lake Michigan to 
the east, as far west as visibility allows, and of 
the Chicago skyline. 

The attraction opens Saturday but VIPs and 
members of the media were allowed a glimpse 
of Tilt during a ribbon-cutting Thursday The 
full Tilt experience lasts about i minute and 15 
seconds, with a few stops at different angles on 
the way down. Visitors support themselves by 
grasping two steel handles, requiring a bit of 
core and arm strength to keep from pressing 
against the glass. Taking out a phone or camera 
to snap a few photos is still possible.

How Tilt’s mechanism works 

The steel-and-glass structure on the 94th floor of the south side of the John Hancock Center is operated by 
hydraulics that tip a section of wall outward, allowing patrons to hover 1,000 feet over the city at a 30-degree 
angle. The former John Hancock Observatory-rebranded 360 Chicago-will be renovated to include new retail 
and audio-video elements.

CIA plans to close 
secret Afghan sites 


WASHINGTON TTie CIA plans to close its net- 
work of secret bases in Afghanistan and pull 
its personnel back to Kabul this summer, an 
unexpectedly abrupt withdrawal that the 
U.S. military fears will deprive it of vital intel- 
ligence while thousands of American troops 
remain in the country U.S. officials said. 

CIA Director John Brennan informed

Before showtime, Ereedenberg has read all 
the local newspapers and online articles and 
looked at team sites to get up to speed. He’s 
consulted with the on-air talent about 
what they’d like to cover during the 
^■L - broadcast and had a pregame hud- 

- die to discuss the show’s format. 

Simply put, he runs the show 
And it’s quite a juggling act, though 
it can appear effortless to viewers. 
“It’s magical,” Ereedenberg said. 
“You just turn on the TV, and there it is. 

But if you were to sit in a truck during the 
game and watch, it’s organized chaos.” 

Seated in front of a wall of monitors inside a 
production trailer parked by the United Cen- 
ter loading docks, he made decisions on how to 
fill air time before puck drop, what storylines 
to tell on air, what clips of past games to show, 
which replays and graphics to show, when to air 
paid sponsored ads and whether to show the 
national anthem. 

During the broadcast, he’s got the ears of the 
analysts and makes sure what goes on the air is 
accurate and that “no mistakes are made, wheth- 


Emrick 


After 41 years in the 
biz, Emrick has yet 
to call a perfect game. 
Or so he says. 

“Just as anybody 
who would spend 
three hours stand- 
ing up and talking 
to somebody would 
probably misspeak a sentence somewhere 

along the line, it’s just the nature of humans 

talking for three hours,” he said. 

But it’s likely that hockey fans think he’s 
pretty close to perfect, with his skill following 
the puck and calling the fast-paced game in a 
way that mimics the tempo but makes it sound 
easy and exciting.

The laughs trail off in the 
adulthood vs. frat boys 
comedy “Neighbors,” and the 
emotion is plopped on top 
like bananas added late to 
pancakes. But still. This is a 
funny-ass movie. And yes, the 
use of the term “funny-ass” is 
completely justified here. 

Directed by Nicholas 
Stoller (“Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall,” “The Five-^ar Engagement”) and featur- 
ing a better-than-usual use of Zac Efron and Dave 
Franco, “Neighbors” stars Seth Rogen as the flab 
taking on the aforementioned muscle. At first, new 
parents Mac (Rogen) and Kelly (Rose Byrne) try to 
get on the level with the fraternity that moves in 
next door. They give the Delta Psi Beta guys weed 
and party with them, hoping a night of intoxicated 
nonsense will make up for the morning reminder that 
the boys should please keep it down from then on. 
The baby needs to sleep, dammit. 

Obviously, the party doesn’t stop. Mac and KeUy 
make the mistake of calling the cops, and then {bleep] 
gets real. Teddy (Efron) and Pete (Franco), the frat’s 
president and vice president, respectively engage 
in full-fledged neighbor warfare. The young family, 
who’ve already been feeling old, can only respond by 
going all “Revenge of the Nerds”/“01d School” and 
trying to get the dudes booted off campus. 

Like all good Rogen movies, “Neighbors” has a 
boatload of great one-liners that aren’t as funny on 
paper. It also does a nice job creating non-cliche char- 
acters out of several frat boys, with Efron and Franco 
allowed to be more than just the pretty boy and the 
smarmy jerk. The script from first-time feature writ- 
ers Andrew J. Cohen and Brendan O’Brien isn’t sure 
how to maintain the hilarity while actually getting 
to the point. Most of the movie is better than jokes 
like a baby finding a condom, but not surprisingly the 
female characters don’t have much to do here. 

For yet another movie about the lousiness of com- 
mitment and adulthood and saying goodbye to de- 
bauchery of younger days, “Neighbors” finds a way to 
surprise. Three words: Fraternity Dildo. Fundraiser.

‘Neighbors’ director Nick Stolier 
on throwing a proper rager

How to throw a great party is a question that 
has kept Martha Stewart in business for de- 
cades. How to throw a great party scene, well, 
that takes expertise, too. Director Nick Stolier, 
who throws the many ragers in the new com- 
edy “Neighbors,” gave his behind-the-camera 
hosting duties a lot of thought. 

“Party scenes are an overlooked cinematic 
trope,” said Stolier, who also directed 2010’s 
bash-heavy “Get Him to the Greek.” “The goal 
was to make it feel really dynamic, like you’re 
there and you’re drunk.” 

In “Neighbors,” in theaters Friday the Delta 
Psi Beta fraternity moves into the house next 
door to new parents Mac and Kelly (Seth Ro- 
gen and Rose Byrne, respectively). Former 
partiers confronting their own waning cool- 
ness, the couple at first try to get along with 
preening president Teddy (Zac Efron) and 
his frat brothers (Dave Franco, Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse). But in the script by first-time 
screenwriters Andrew J. Cohen and Brendan 
O’Brien, one too many sleepless nights leads to 
a war between households— and an escalation 
in the size and creativity of the frat’s fetes. 

At one point. Delta Psi Beta throws a Rob- 
ert De Niro party in which members dress up 
as different characters from the actor’s films. 
(“Dave Franco clearly spent the entire week- 


end before we shot that scene practicing his 
Meet the Fockers’ De Niro,” Stolier said. “He 
actually hurt his face.”) There are also fire- 
works, fights and moments of debauchery so 
raunchy that when perennial big screen man- 
child Rogen declares, “Ew! So immature!” he’s 
utterly convincing. 

Stolier said he was visually inspired by the 
2009 French drama “Enter the Void,” directed 
by Caspar Noe and shot among the neon-light- 
ed nightclubs of Tokyo. Stolier and director of 
photography Brandon Trost watched the mov- 
ie for lighting ideas, one of the key elements 
of creating a party scene’s mood, the director 
said. On “Neighbors,” they relied on black 
lights, lasers and strobes to keep the illumina- 
tion constantly changing on the actors’ faces. 

Stolier, 38, said he did have life experience 
to draw upon as well; although he was never a 
member of a fraternity he was on the staff of 
the Harvard Lampoon, known for its blow- 
outs. “I certainly enjoyed myself,” he said of his 
collegiate partying career. “But you get older. 
The movie is quite autobiographical.” 

Together with production designer Julie 
Berghoff, Stolier worked to create the look 
of a house wholly devoted to excess. Drawing 
upon ideas from campus visits and Google Im- 
age searches, they placed multiple sofas on the 
porch of the West Adams, Calif, home that 


served as Delta Psi’s pad, a pingpong table on 
the lawn and, in seemingly every room, a big- 
screen TV blasting a video game. 

“We talked a lot about the aesthetic of the 
frat,” Stolier said. “We wanted it to be authen- 
tically disgusting.” 

To create the feeling of being lost in the 
crowd, they placed cameras low “When you 
can’t see over people’s heads, that makes the 
party feel more epic,” Stolier said. They also 
handed out small cameras and iPhones to 
extras in the party scenes, and editor Zene 
Baker cut together the footage to evoke a fre- 
netic feeling. 

Among his cast, Stolier relied on actors who 
excel at pretending to be drunk— a surprising- 
ly hard thing to do. “Abu basically have to be 
trying to be sober,” Stolier said. “It fails when 
people are slurring their words.” 

In the movie’s sound mix, Stolier turned the 
music so loud that it blots out the actors’ dia- 
logue, re-creating the feeling of cupping your 
ear to communicate at a bash. 

He also used material that made the camera 
strobe, to create the illusion that the audience 
also is stumbling through the crowd, searching 
for the exit. 

“Parties are really fun until they’re not,” 
Stolier said. ‘And then they’re the worst thing 
ever.”

It would be easy to 
overlook a movie like 
“The Retrieval.” It 
contains no big stars. 
It’s opening only 
at the AMC River 
East. And after the 
extraordinary but 
difficult experience of “12 Aears a Slave,” some 
viewers might admit a less-than-enormous 
desire to spend their Saturday night on a film 
about slavery 

Still, hopefully some will seek out “The 
Retrieval,” which is neither as great nor as har- 
rowing as Steve McQueen’s Oscar winner, but 
has won awards at multiple festivals. In 1864, 
uncertain teenager Will (Ashton Sanders) and 
his mean uncle Marcus (Keston John) assist 
white men in capturing escaped slaves— re- 
ferred to as “lost property” Their superior 
demands they trek off on their own and find 
Nate (Tishuan Scott, winner of the break- 
through performance award at SXSW 2013), 
who Marcus tells Will is especially valuable.

Considering the dayslong distance traveled, 
it seems a little questionable that no one gets 
lost and that the searchers find their mark so 
easily But whatever. They tell Nate he must 
return to speak with his brother; Nate doesn’t 
know his sibling is already dead. 

“The Retrieval” does hinge on the often- 
frustrating wait until a pivotal secret is 
revealed. Yet this small-scale, compelling 
effort from writer-director Chris Eska doesn’t 
overplay the disclosure. Instead, the film- 
maker uses deception as a piece of complex 
characterization, the information becoming 
crucial as Will befriends Nate, the only person 
who’s ever looked out for him. Eska strikes 
just the right balance of patience and progress; 
the story’s tension only gains from its quiet. 

Meanwhile, the uniformly well-acted drama 
captures timelessness in its human interac- 
tions, showing that perhaps the only thing 


that matters is who’s in our life and how we 
treat each other. “The Retrieval” has guilt and 
cooperation, self-interest and generosity and 


a moving demonstration of the rite of passage 
that is considering the cowardly path and 
choosing otherwise.

0000 The story of substance abuse has been done, 
most recently by Mary Elizabeth Winstead and 
Aaron Paul in 2012’s “Smashed.” Yet the SXSW award-winning 
“Animals,” set and filmed in Chicago, has confidence and 
authenticity to spare. Jude (former Uptown resident David 
Dastmalchian of “Prisoners,” whose script was inspired by his 
own struggles with addiction) and Bobbie (Kim Shaw of “Sex 
and the City”) sleep in their car, doing whatever it takes to sus- 
tain their drug habit. Are they bad people? In practice, yes. But 
they’re also powerlessly locked in the cage of addiction-one 
explanation of the title, though the characters also spend time 
at Lincoln Park Zoo-and “Animals” mostly resists cliches in 
pursuit of day-to-day reality. We barely see Jude and Bobbie’s 
past, and the characters are a bit too self-aware for comfort. 

But their desperation comes through loud and clear, as does 
the sad irony that as Bobbie pretends to be anything from a 
businesswoman to a sex worker, she’s more gainfully em- 
ployed in her fake life than her real one.

restrictions. 

As is mandatory for this type of story. 

Dido encounters a cartoonishly racist slime- 
ball (Tom Felton, still costumed and sleazy 
after coughing all over Elizabeth Olsen in “In 
Secret”) and a man who seeks her hand but 
may be partially motivated by her finances. 
Her true affections, which inevitably begin 
as disgust, Mr. Darcy-style, lie with Mr. 
Davinier (Sam Reid). He’s seemingly the only 
non-racist in town, and how lucky that he’s 
attractive too! Davinier is an activist who 
informs Dido of a pending case that could 
strike a blow to pro-slavery law. This com- 
munication makes Lord Mansfield forbid 
Davinier from seeing or talking to Dido 
again, and, well, that sort of thing is never 
disobeyed with strolls on the DL, right? 

The factual foundation of “Belle” makes 
it matter. Still, this also is a highly predict- 
able movie about the numerous awful ways 
to put numeric value on a person and the 
overwhelming power of racism. There’s also 
pushy swelling string accompaniment to 
big chats about love and bigotry with Lord 
Mansfield, a bellowing, closed-minded guy 
just begging to have his perspective altered. 
Treatment like this makes people shrug off 
reality rather than process it.

Uptown’s Demera 
is the perfect intro 
to Ethiopian fare

Unless you’re a foie gras duck farmer, shovin 
food in another’s mouth isn’t exactly a com- 
mon thing in America. In Ethiopia, it’s an ac 
of love and friendship. 

At an Ethiopian communal table, a friend 
will break off a piece of injera— a traditional 
spongy sour flatbread— with their right hanc 
wrap it around meat or a stewed vegetable 
dish and feed the whole thing to a friend or 
family member. This is called a gursha, and 
it’s said that the bigger the gursha presented 
the tighter the friendship. 

This is just one of the many rich Ethiopia] 
culinary traditions that most Chicagoans 
likely don’t know— and if you haven’t tried 
Ethiopian fare, you’re missing out. Ethiopia 
is known for incredible honey and some of 
the best coffee in the world. Outside of In- 
dian food, there may be no better celebratio 
of aromatic spices than the stews (wot) and 
sauteed meats (tibs) from Ethiopian cooks. 

If you’re looking to lose your Ethiopian 
food virginity— or an experienced foodie 
looking to reacquaint yourself— you can’t 
do better than Demera in Uptown, located 
right across from and bathed in the flashbulb 
marquee light of The Green Mill. 

Demera chef/owner Tigist Reda’s experi- 
ence crafting meals started decades before she 
opened the restaurant in 2007. Reda was born 
in Ethiopia and was the seventh of eleven 
children. “We had to start cooking early” she 
said. “Nothing was packaged. You buy raw ma- 
terials. When we wanted flour, we cleaned the 
wheat and ground it ourselves. We sun-dried 
the spices. I was a good helper in the kitchen.” 

The lessons of her childhood carried over 
to Demera, where she procures whole spices 
and toasts and grinds them herself regularly 
“I don’t like it if I don’t know where my 
spices come from. They lose flavor quickly so 
it’s better to grind them myself,” she said. 

When Reda came to the US., she learned 
English at Harold Washington College and 
worked a number of service jobs for almost a 
decade. She cooked for friends and enter- 
tained at Christmas, but other than a stint 
working the front of the house at an Evan- 
ston eatery, she didn’t have a lot of restaurant 
experience. “There was a lot I didn’t know. 


meg, you get a whiff of ginger and a jalapeno 
kick. Kik alicha ($10.95), or yellow split peas 
seasoned with ginger, garlic and turmeric, is a 
close cousin of a comforting lentil soup. Dem- 
era offers a variety of sampler platters (called 
messob, $i4.95-$37.95), so newbies can try a 
lot of dishes for a reasonable price. In addition 
to the food, Reda also makes her own tej 
($22 a bottle), a traditional sweet honey wine 
that counters the spicier dishes on the menu. 

Seven years is a long time for a Chicago 
restaurant to stay open— especially one for 
which many Chicagoans have little point of 
reference— and Reda is just getting started. 

“I hope to be here a long time,” she said. “I 
want to open a few more restaurants, and 
I’m hoping to make {pre-packaged} sauces so 
people can cook this at home.”

It was a little crazy at first, but we learned,' 
she said. 

The first customers who came to Dem- 
era did a lot of learning as well. 

“Usually there’s one person 
who’s been before, but 
the other three peo- 
ple in a party were 
new to Ethiopian 
food,” she said. 

‘A lot of people 
would say 
‘Where are the 
forks?’ So, we 
had the servers 
demonstrate 
how to break off 
a piece of injera 
and use it to pick up 
the food.” 

One of the first Ethiopi- 
an dishes newcomers 
usually scooped up 
was doro wot ($14), or 
chicken stewed in a 
lemony sauce teeming 
with onion, garlic, ginger and berbere spice (a 
traditional Ethiopian mix of chilis, garlic, basil 
and fenugreek). Demera’s doro wot is great, 
but I like the shrimp version, called ye-shrimp 


wot ($15), even better. The brininess of the 
plump shrimp add a nice contrast to the spicy 
aromatic sauce. 

Reda’s lega tibs ($14.95), or 
sauteed lamb, is also one of 
my favorites. She uses 
high-quality lamb 
from Halsted 
Packing House 
and flavors it 
with rosemary 
and garlic. 

If you’re 
into beef, 
check out the 
kitfo ($13.95), 
Ethiopia’s 
answer to steak 
tartare with herb 
butter and fiery chili. 
“It’s really good, but peo- 
ple sometimes have 
a problem with raw 
meat, so we’ll serve it 
rare or cooked if they 
like,” Reda said. 

If meat’s not your thing, Ethiopian cuisine 
is also a vegetarian’s dream. Reda’s gomen 
($10.95) is reminiscent of chopped and stewed 
southern collard greens, but instead of nut-
